Change of Measures, 


In two previous articles we have canvassed the pol- 
icy that has been partially developed in some quarters 
looking towards more intin ate relations between the 
Evangelical and Unitarian denominations, We have 
shown that the experience of the last thirty years has 
not afforded the means of conviction that our position 
of non-fellowship with Unitarians is unseriptural.
